inneapolis  during  1940  experienced  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best  year 
history  of  the  Department  insofar  as  major  crime  was  concerned.  A 
er  al  of  the  report  will  show  that  murder,  manslaughter,  rape,  highway 
ob  ry,  aggravated  assault  and  larcenies,  have  decreased  to  a  considerable 
t<:.  The  crime  index  as  compiled  by  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the 
feal940  (copy  of  which  is  enclosed  herewith),  showing  comparative  records 
i  ;or  crime  in  cities  of  from  300,000  to  700,000  population,  places  Minne- 
tpc  in  a  most  favorable  light. 

ith  regard  to  the  traffic  situation,  may  I  say  that  we  were  successful  in 
at  £  the  death  rate  by  33%,  or  a  saving  of  twenty-three  (23)  lives,  as 
orrired  with  the  year  previous,  and  the  annual  issue  of  the  National  Safety 
oi  il  places  Minneapolis  at  the  top  of  the  list  in  the  entire  nation  for  1940 
1  t   respect.  Minneapolis  has  an  index  of  9.5  death  rate  per  100,000  popula- 
iomr  the  year  1940.  Our  Department  made  a  very  strenuous  effort  to  cut 
\\  traffic  fatalities  and  accidents  and  I  am  indeed  proud  of  our  record. 
iere  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  a  substantial  increase  in  our  personnel  and 
1th  igh  I  have  made  repeated  requests  to  the  City  Council  for  additional 
ler  there  seems  to  be  no  possibility  of  obtaining  them  on  account  of  the 
na  ial  situation  due  to  the  relief  burden  that  the  City  of  Minneapolis  is 
rag.  By  comparison  with  other  cities  of  like  population,  Minneapolis  is 
ably  undermanned  and  I  am  going  to  continue  my  request  until  such 
m<  s  we  do  obtain  favorable  action. 
1  iv  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  you  and  the  City  Council,  my 
st  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  tendered  the  Police 
'eptment  for  the  year  just  ended.
